PRACTICAL SETTLEMENT 


SPAIN PLEADS FOR PEACE 


The Situation is at a Standstill Await- 
ing Further Results—A New Com- 
mander for the Imperial Forces in 
Canada -The Dervishes Totally 
Demoralized— Warships on the Move 


Wasuinaton, April 11.—At the 
close of the second Cabinet meeting 
held here last night it was announcel 
that the President’s message undoubt- 
edly would go to Congress at noon 
today. On the best authority obtain- 
able it can be stated that the merting 
was devoted wholly to the consider- 
ation of additions to the rp 
necessitated by the receipt of the 
latest notes from the Spanish Govern- 
ment declaring uuconditional armis- 
tice. A suffix to the President’s 

e merely mentions this latest 
event in the development of the Span- 
ish question, giving the substance of 
the Spanieh note and recommending 
it to the earnest attention of Congress, 
Otherwise message stands unchanged. 
After the meeting one member of the 
Cabinet said that the Spanish note 
had not altered either the message or 
situation. [tis merely, he said, what 
Spain has been asking for all «long— 
more time, Itdoes not touch upon 
the situation, and tne President’s 
message is left precisely as it was 
before, merely stating the fact of this 
latest development, 

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


Wasuinaton, April 11, 2 p.m.—The 
President’s message is being read in 
the Senate. The President severely 
condemns the uncivilized war in Ouba, 
which has shocked humanity. The 
first part of the message relates to the 
the progress of the various revolu- 
tions in Cuba, and says they have in- 

ured American commerce and caused 
rritation and disturbance to this 
country. The President further says 
that the trade has suffered from want 
of American capital. The love, tem-/| 
perand forbearance of the American 
people have been severely tried. He 
denounces Weyler’s reconcentrado 
policy in bitter language as being one 
of devastation and death, 

The message says that the war will 
not end in Cuba with the subjugation 
or extermination of either side. He 
has tried by every possible means to 
bring hostilities to an end, He says 
he proposed an armistice which was 
at first accepted. He declares that the 
recognition of independence is not 


necessary to intervention by the 
United States. The Cuban republic 
will be 


romptly recognized when it is 
established. He says that torcible 
intervention is authorised by the in- 
human war force. The only hope for 
relief lies in enforced pacification, and 
he asks Congress to authorize him to 
take proper measures to ensure peace 
in the island by using the land and 
naval forces of the United States, 

The President leaves the responsi- 
bilities in the matter with Congress, 
but says that begarding the latest 
proposals of Spain, Congress ought to 
consider them with a view to giying 
them a trial. If they succeed, peace 
will be assured, If ti 4! fail, the time 
for armed intervention by the United 
States shall have arrived, 

WASHINGTON, April 11,—Spain has 
agreed to an armistice in Cuba, and 
has addressed a final appeal to the 
United States Government asking for 
peace,

CUBANS WILL GET FREEDOM 


FOR THE PRESENT 


The Republicans Hold an All-Night 
Session in Order to Solve the 
Difficulty—The Democrats and Inde-

Wasuinaton, April 12,—In_ the 
United States Senate qontonday ae well 
asin the House of Representatives, 
the President’s message was referred 
to the committees on Foreign Rela- 
tions, In the House at the conclusion 
of the reading of the me: e, about 
half the Bepublieans applauded, while 
several of the Democrats groaned. 
After the reading of the message in 
the Senate, the committee on Foreign 
Relations immediately went into 
session, but reached no definite con- 
clusion, From the fact that the 
Republican members held _a consulta- 
tion after the meeting had adjourned, 
and from what was said regarding it, 
the inference was drawn that a strong 
Measure was necessary in order to 
carry any action by the committee 
through the Senate,

Frown the committee on foreign affairs 
that does not carry with it this feat- 
ure will be antagonized by the Inde- 
pendents, and the prospects are that 
nearly all the Democrata and many uf 
the Republicans would tavor it. 

Efforts have been directed all day 
towards such an action as would se- 
cure the solid support of the Republi- 
can organization and the Republican 
majority of the House. To this end 
the Republican members of the House 
committee, to whom the message was 
referred, were in conference during 
the night. 

At the embassies and legations the 
message aroused the greatest in 
but it cannot be said that it was re- 
ceived with satisfaction, At one of 
the most important and most inter- 
esied foreign establishments the 
general feeling was expressed by the 
statement that the President through 
the message had washed his hauds of 
the subject and had imposed the 
responsibility of the situation on the 
shoulders of Congress, 

In other high diplomatic quarters 
some question was express as to 
that portion of the President’s mes- 
sage in which he speaks in the name 
of civilization of the duty of stopping 
the war in Cuba, and the intimation 
was made that the powers of Europe 
so far as they represented civilization, 
did not support this view as expressed 
by the President, 

The consideration of the message 
will, in all probability, lead to a long 
delay and war may be looked npon as 
a long way off.

With a Blunt Instrument—Supposed to 
Be the Outcome of a Quarrel Over 
a Seizure of Goods for Rent by the 
Victim--Three Men Under Arrest 
As the Perpetrators of the Deed 


Montreat, April 11—A_ carter 
named Dennis Clifford, of 45 Aylmer 
Si. was murdered at 2 o'clock on Sat- 
urday aeoteg on the verandah of his 
own house, He and his brother Daniel 
own considerable property in that 
neighborhood, and among the tenants 


was Mrs. O'Hara, who kept a grocery 
store. Recently Mrs. O’Hara fell be- 
hind in ber rent about $100, Daniel 
Clifford put a seizure on her gcods and 


this caused a great deal of ill feeling. 
The Cliffords suspecting that an effort 
would be made to remove some of the 
stock, kept a watch on her premises, 
About 2 o'clock on Saturday morning, 
Dennis Clifford was sitting on the 
verandah. which was only a few yards 
awav from the store when some of 
Mrs O'Hara's friends appeared and a 
dispute arose, Among those present 
was Mrs. O'Hara’s brother, Joseph 
O'Meara, the well known lacrosse 
Gore. Mrs. Griffin, the married 
aughter of Dennis Clifford, who lives 
with him, was awakened by the noise 
and states that she heard O'Meata 
say that he would have revenge anc 
that his sister endeavored to persuade 
him to gohome. There was a lull for 
about five minutes and then Mrs. 
Griffin heard a blow and ai fall on the 
verandah, She ran down staira and 
opening the door saw a man named 
Michael Hubbard lifting her father 
from the floor, She accused him of 
murder but he declared that he did 
not do it. Clifford was not then dead. 
The injured man was carried inside, 
but died almost immediately. He had 
received a severe blow from some 
blunt instrument on the back of the 
head. Hubbard wasat once arrested 
on acharge of murder. He was the 
only maa.present. when .Mrs.,.Griffin 
appeared.on the scene, but in conse- 
uence of all the circumstances Joe 
"Meara was also arrested and a third 
man named Sidney Elliott’ was placed 
under arrest afterwards, Dennis 
Clifford was about 70 years of age.

Allour party successfully emerged 
from the ordeal in the custom house, 
True some of us had a tew cigars in 
our valises, but then the customs in- 
spectors are usually good judges of 
cigars, In fact the influence of a

“Say,old sport, where’s theelevator?” 
drawled the Chicago man, 

The porter was “Very sorry, sir, 
but we ’ave n’t a lift,” 

“Well, this isa darn queer propo- 
sition,” quoth the man from Hogtown. 
When we had got our rooms, which 
were lighted with candles, and found 
that we had to order dinner half an 
hour before it could be served, he 
thought the proposition was increas- 
ing in queerness, However when din- 
ner did come it was unanimously pro- 
nounced all right and we had nothing 
to complain of afterwards, except the 
number of menials fishing for tips, of 
which more hereafter, 

A LAW THAT IS KEPT 

At about a quarter past eleyen that 
night, after we had sampled and mnuch 
enjoyed a Liverpool theatre, the 
Toronto member of our party, who 
claimed that several years ago, while 
residing at Macleod,Southern Alberta, 
he had contracted a thirst which he 
had ever since been trying vigorously 
but vainly to cure, felt the ola trouble 
returning, and as there seemed to be 
a greater probability of saving his 
life than Josing of our own we all help- 
ed him to hunt for some liquid refresh-

We soon found, however, _ that 
Liverpool was not Portland, There 
are plenty of bars in Liverpool, but at 
eleyen o'clock, p.m., they fire out 
anybodv who may happen to be in and 
promptly lock their doors. We found 
that not only were the saloon keepers 
also law-keepers, but that the police- 
men were disgustingly virtuous, This 
is a sample of what occurred at differ- 
ent times that night : 

Chicago man, stopping a big police- 
man and affectionately taking his 
hand: ‘Say, old sport, if you can 
put usonto a decent place to get a 
drink, I'll buy you the best drink in 
the city of Liverpool,’’

for it sent him off into a fit of laugh- 
ing from which he recovered several 
minutes later to say that the thing 
was impossible—e ‘ad never ‘eard of 
thelikes, And that was all the satis- 
faction we could get. Liverpool has a 
license law and Liverpool sees that it 
is kept, Portland has a prohibition 
[law and Portland doesn’t care whether 

it’s kept ornot, And herein is illus- 
trated the essential difference in the 
administration of law in Great Britain 
and the administration of law in the 
United States, In England the offi- 
cers of the law are straight. In the 
United States they can be approached 
and in fact make a business of heing 
approached. In ‘the States, so little 
faith have the people in the efficacy of 
the law that 75 per cent. of, the mur- 
derers have to be lynched.

A MISPLACED MILESTONE 


Readers of the Manitoba Free 
Press have been at a_ loss to 
account tor the malignant treat- 
mentrecently accorded N.F. Dayin, 
M. P., by the Ottawa correspon-

To the proper understanding 
of the editorial comments or even 
of the ordinary news items which 
are to be found in the Free Press, 
is necessary the kuowledge that 
the Free Press in the preparation 
of its news items publishes what 
suits the C. P. R. and is bound to 
regard current events from a 
. standpoint, whenever 
necessary. There must, however, 
be no attempt to impose upon the 
public as to the reai attitude of 
the paper, nor should any course 
be pursued which may tend to 
praudice the position of the 
. P. R. with the public. 

The gentleman who has recently

MR.’CORBINS RAILROAD 


By a narrow majority the rail- 
way committee ot the House of 
Commons has decided to grant a 
charter to Mr, Corbin for the con- 
struction of # railway trom a point 
on the international boundar 
near KHossland into Britis 
Columbia by the valley of the 
Kettle river. The narrowness of 
the majority, which consisted of 
only six votes,is probably due to 
the fact that Mr. Corbin was so 
unfamiliar with Canadian railroad 
methods as to ask to be allowed to 
build his road without any gubeey. 
or grant whatever. The C. P. 
authorities bitterly oppeses the 
charter on the ground that they 
wanted to build an extension of 
the Crow's Nest railway into the 
country which Mr. Corbin pro- 
— to cover, and even went so 
ar as to offer to do so without the 
usual subsidy. 

Canada owes a debt of gratitude 
to Mr. Corbin for having caused 
such a change of front. Had he 
not come forward with his pro- 
»08al, the usual procedure would 
ave been prope Canadian 
trade into the undary Oreek 
country would have requi an 
extension of the Crow’s Nest road. 
C. P. R. engineers would have 
found the natural obstacles so 
great that it would become 
apparent that the road could not 
possibly be built without a liberal 
subsidy from the government. 
The Globe would then fire the first 
gun in the press campaign, as it 
did in the Crow's Nest affair. Mr. 
E. Farrar would have written a 
series of special articles (entirely 
without autbority) pointing out 
the immense trade which would 
accrue from a bonus of two or 
three millions. The pressure would 
finally become so great that the 
strongest government that Canada 
ever saw would at last be com- 
pelled to yield tothis great out- 
burst of public sentiment. Any 
paper or person who objected 
would have been denounced as a 
traitor to his country, whose 
proper place was among the ranks 
of the enemy, 

Apart from its usefulness as an 
object lesson, Mr. Corbin’s success 
should be of immense service to 
the district through which his 
railway will run, t means com- 
petition, and competition has been 
proved to mean lower rates. We, 
in Alberta, are pretty much in the 
seme position ue the Boundary 
Creek people. _We need com- 
petition too, though we need 
never expect to get it until the 
Calgary and Macleod branch 
becomes the property of somebody 
who will extend it so as to connect 
with one of the American trans- 
continental lines. If we can’t have 
a good thing ourselves, we do not 
grudge it to our neighbors.

THE POOR MANS BANK 


The announcement that the 
government will reduce the rate 
of interest on deposits in the post 
office savings bank from three to 
two and w« half percent is avery 
important one to the large class 
who deposit their savings in the 
“poor man’s tank.” The party 
press whose business it is to justif 
every action of the government is 
driven to the use of many abstract 
tinancial principles to justify the 
proposed reduction. It is said 
that if the ao eat ae borrow 
money in the financial market at 
two and a half per cent, there is 
no reason why they should pay 
the public three per cent. 

There is, however, another side 
to the matter. The total amount 
paid by way of interest to 
depositors in the government 
savings bank is not by any means 
large a to be adrain on the 
resources of the country, and gives 
a good return for the expenditure, 
inasmuch as it encourages thrift 
and the deposit of money which 
remains in the country as a 
hostage for its development. It is 
this development in small things 
which goes to make up the bone 
and sinew ef the country. The 
hard and fast application of the 
ordinary principles of finance 
might very properly have been 
relaxed instead of being strictly 
enforced, To the poor man, whose 
deposit is small, the decrease of 
interest is a yery important 
matter. It is to oe ho 
result of the change will not be to 
cause a withdrawal. It is regret- 
able that the operation ofa system 
which is eminently calculated to 
benefit the poor man should be 
checked on the ground of an 
economy, which is conspicuous by 
its absence in the other depart- 
ments of the government. 


GOOD AND BAD CATTLE 


In an interview recently pub- 
lished in the Weekly Sun, Mr. 
Hodson, director of farmers insti- 
tutes in Ontario, gaye some 
interesting information as to how 
the stockwan can produce the 
best results in tne breeding of 
cattle. ‘The higher the grade,” 
says Mr. Hodson, “the greater the 
proportionate advance in value, 
Shorthorn, Ayrshire, Holstein and 
Jersey grade cattle bought by me 
last year at an average of $26.00 
per head would now realize from 

45,00 to $50.00, Pure bred stock 
has advanced in value by 40 to 100 
per cent, scrabs by five per cent.” 

In thus pointing out the 
difference between stock raising at 
a profit and stock raising at a loss, 
Mr. Hodson shows how important 
it is to improye the quality of 
stock, The expense is small com- 
pared with the substanial gain, 
and the cost of keeping a good 
animal is not any greater than the 
cost of keepinga scrub. The stock 
raising industry is one of the most 
important to the prosperity of the 
west, and it is gratifying to know 
that many of the stockmen 1n tiis 
district are determined to improve 
their herds by the importation of 
thoroughbred bulls,

ing in :oe fell and doing it in spring, 
asfollows: ‘‘If thie subsoil reservoir 
be made in the fall, it will, like a por- 
ous sponge, soak full of water during 
the winter and spring rains and from 
melting snows. But if subsoiling be de- 
layed till spring it cannot be done till 
the spring rains cease and the soil be- 
comes dry enough to plow, and then, 
there being no water to soak down and 
fill the spaces between the loose particles 
of earth, air presses its way down and 
absorbs what little moisture there is. 
Thusit is that fall subsoiling catches 
and stores water for next summer's 
drought, whilo spring subsoiling lets 
in the air to dry out what little moie- 
ture there is.’’ : 

After having secured an increased 
supply of moisture by subsoiling the 
next problem is how to use it most 
economically—with least waste. The 
waste is not ouly by evaporation from 
the bare surface, but also by evapora- 
tion from the leaves of plants ‘‘out of 
place.’’ The former is easily held 
within lowest possible limits by ¢hor- 
ough, rather shallow cultivation (as has 
often been explained). The latter should 
be entirely prevented by preventing al! 
weed growth and by timely thinning. 


Better Tillage, Not More Acres. 

Only a short time ago a farmer grave- 
ly told me that he believed a farmer 
would starve to death on 40 acres of 
land. And he meant what 1% eaid. He 
had 80 acres of good land and acoord- 
ing to his own statement fie average 
yield of his crops was: Wheat, 12 bush- 
els to the acre; corn, 80; oats, 25; hay, 
three-fourths of a ton. A mile distant 
from him lives a farmer whose land is 
almost an exact counterpart of bis, and 
his crops average: Wheat, 80 bushels to 
the acre; corn, 65; oats, 50; hay 2 tons. 
It is not the quantity of land that a man 
farms that counts, but the quality of 
bis farming. The fact that a man can 
grow six tons of firat clase timothy bay 
on one acre shows the possibilities of an 
acre that ie thoroughly tilled. Nine- 
tenths of the land that is sown to wheat 
is not more than half prepared for the 
eeed simply because the farmer believes 
in acres rather than tillage.—Fred 
Grundy in Farmers’ Institute Bulletin. 

Deo Bees Freese? 

Asked whether bees may freeze to 
death outdoors when the mercury sinks 
to 80 degrees below zero, Doolittle says 
in Gleanings that they may starve, but 
never freeze. A «mall oluster may 
freeze, bat not a whole colony. Quinby 
eaid that the bees inside the cluster om 
@ zero morning could 4y as readily as 
in July should the cluster be suddenly 
thrown apart. Gallup, when in upper 
Canada, told in The American Bee Jour- 
nal that ‘‘the thermometer for 60 days 
in succession was not above 10 degrees 
below zero, and for eight of these days 
the meroury was frosem, yot my beee, 
in box hivés, with a two inch hole at 
the top and the bottom plastered up 
tight, came through in excellent oondi- 
tion.’’ Dodlittle finds in the hive, with 
the bulb of the thermometer touching 
the outside of the cluster, a tem: 
of 45 to 46 degrees, and in the center 
of the cluster 68 to 64 degrees when it 
is 10 to 26 degrees below outside.

Mot Water Treatment Approved For Seed 
Wheat--Inereases the Oat Field. 

From the Kentucky station comes tbe 
caution that blucstone, when used in 
very strong sclutions, destroys the vital- 
bty of a portion of eveds soaked in it. 
At thie station carcful comparative tests 
of bluestone solutions and of hot water 
as preventives of smut show that hot 
water is quite as effective in 
the disease and has the advan 
not injuring the sound seeds. ben 
treating seeds with hot water, it is well 
to be provided with the foll tA 
good Fahrenheit thermometer, a 
kettle in which water can be 
three barrels. The water in the kettle 
ia kept near the boiling point, and the 
supply in it must be replenished as fast 
as it is used. In the first barrel keep or- 
dinary water, and the other two shoald 
be about two-thirds full of water kept 
at a temperature of 161 degrees F. 

First put a of wheat in the barrel 
of cool water leave it until all the 
seeds are moist. It may be left for balf 
an hour or longer, but ordinarily two 
or three minutes is eufficient. Drain out 
the surplus cold water, then immorse 
for a minute or two in the second bar- 
rel, containing warm water. The object 
of this ia to warm the wheat eo that it 
will not cool the water in the third bar- 
rel. 

When warm, plunge quickly in the 
third barrel and leave it 15 minutes. If 
the temperature shows a disposition to 
fall below 181 degrees, add a little hot 
water from the kettle till it reaches the 
181 mark again. I¢ should never be al- 
lowed to fall below 130 degrees nor go 
above 184 dogrees F. With a good eup- 
ply of hot water at hand it is very easy 
to regulate the temperature in the bar- 
rel, much easier than would be supposed 
by one who has not tried it. At the end 
of 15 minutes tlee wheat is removed 
from the water and spread out to dry. 
But it must never be spread out on a 
floor upon which smutted wheat has 
lain. 

Other authorities claim that the hot 
water treatment not only kills the smut 
in oats but hastens the germination and 
increases the yield. 


The Care of New Sceding. 

It requires time as well as plenty of 
grass seed to make a perfect sod that 
shall cover the entire surface. Whoever 
after the ground has once been frozen in 
the fall shall examine the grass seeding 
of the previous spring will be surprised 
to find how little the soil is really cov- 
ered. Before tho frezeing came the fresh 
leaves of grass seemed to make almost a 
perfect mat over the surface. But under 
the touch of frost the whole plant ap- 
pears to shrink to not more than @ quar- 
ter of ite original size. ‘‘This,’’ says 
American Cultivator, ‘‘allows much 
freezing of the surface ecoil, and many 
of the grass roots are undoutbedly de- 
stroyed, asthe soil is alternately lifted 
by freezing and falls back aagin when- 
ever tho hold of the frost has relaxed. 

‘*A mixture of clover and grass seed 
helps to cover the surface much better 
the first winter than grass can possibly 
do alone. The clover wiil in such case 
make a spreading head that will cover 
most of the surface. It, too, will show 
the pinching of winter's freezing, but 
as the clover leaves aro browned and 
fall on the soil they cover the grass 
roots with just the kind of fertilizing 
mulch that is needed to make rapid 
growth when springtime comes. The 
clover will aleo start into growth quick- 
ly enough to check the weeds that are 
pretty sure to get the advantage when 
grass sced is sown alone in weedy soil.’’ 

Btook Feeding. 

The Maine experiment station sug- 
gests these rations for milk cows: 

No. 1, flint corn silage containing 
glazed ears 80 pounds, timothy hay 10 
pounds and 7 pounds of a mixture of 
200 pounds cornmeal and 800 pounds 
gluten meal; No. 2, the same, except 
that the 7 pounds of grain are from a 
mixture of 200 pounds of cornmeal, 100 
of cottonseed meal and 125 of gluten 
meal; No. 8, southern corn silage with 
no ears 85 ds, mized bay 10 pounds 
and 8 pounds of a mixture of 100 pounds 
each of cornmeal, cottonseed meal and 
gluten feed; No. 4, timothy hay 10 
pounds, corn stover 10 pounds and 10 
pounds of a mixture of 200 pounds each 
of cornmeal and wheat bran azd 100 
pounds each ct vottouseed meal and glu- 
ten meal; No. 5, Hungarian hay 10 
pounds, sweet corn fodder 10 pounds 
and 9 pounds of the grain mixture just 
mentioned; No, 6, clover hay 20 pounds 
and 10 nds of a mixture of 100 
pounds cornmeal and 300 of wheat 


These rations are to be given daily to 
each cow weighing 1,000 pounds end 
to be increased or diminished as the 
cow ia heavier or lighter.
